The entry fees are to be remitted by Demand Draft in 
favour of ‘The Directorate Of Film Festivals”, payable at 
the Central Bank of India, Khan Market, Now Delhi. The 
fees will not be refunded. 

Flints 


Aims 

1. The Festival aims at encouraging the production of 
films of aesthetic excellence and social relevance ; contribut¬ 
ing to the understanding and appreciation of the film cultures 
of different regions ; and promoting the integration and unity 
of the nation. 

Eligibility 

2. fa) Any film produced in India, received by the Central 
Board of Film Censors for certification in 1982 and certified 
not later than the 31st January, 1983, is eligible for entry 
into competition. Any film produced in 1982 by a Film 
Institute recognised by the Government is eligible with or 
without certification by the Censors. However, this will not 
exempt the Institute films from censorship for public screen¬ 
ings. 

(b) Any film produced during 1982 cither by Doordarshan 
itself or by others but which has been accepted by Door¬ 
darshan will be eligible for entry without Certificate by Cen¬ 
tral Board of Film Censors. The fact of acceptance of any 
film by Doordarshan will have to be established by the pro¬ 
duction of a certificate to that effect from Doordarshan. 

3. Films entered should he in 35 ntm or 16 mm. Short 
films should ordinarily not exceed 1000 meters in length if 
they are in 35 mm and 400 meters in length if they are in 
16 mm. 

4. Films can be entered by government departments, gov¬ 
ernment recognised institutes and individual producers and 
production companies. 

Entry Form 

5. Participants are requested to complete iho enclosed entry 
forms in duplicate. These forms must be lllled in full detail 
and reach the Directorate of Film Festivals latest by the 10th 
April. 1983.

6. The following material pertaining to both features and

8. The prints of films entered must reach the Directorate 
of Film Festivals latest by the 10th April, 1983. The des- 

utch details, of the films, mentioning the title and the num- 
er of reels, mode of transport, consignment number, etc. 
should be telegraphed to the Directorate inimediatlev to 
ensure clearance. 

Jury 

9. Two juries will be constituted, one for judging feature 
films and one for judging short films. 

10. The jury for feature films will be composed of a 
chairman and not more than 24 memhers distinguished in 
the field of cinema, other allied arts and humanities who are 
qualified to judge the artistic and technical merijs of films. 

II- The Chairman can, at his discretion, constitute panels 
out of the members of the jury for feature films to examine 
feature and children’s films in the various languages. Each 
panel will recommend not more than three films in each 
language, considered suitable for awards, without indicating 
the order of merit. However, the panel is free to indicate iis 
recommendations for awards for individual achievement 
under regulation 19. I(vii) to (xvii) for consideration of the 

jury. 

12. The jury for feature films will then view all the liims 
recommended by the panels and decide on the awards for the 
various categories under regulation 19.1. 

13. The jury will first select the award winners for the 
Best Feature Film, Second Best Feature Film, Best Feature 
film on National Integration, Best Feature Film on Family 
Welfare, Best First Film of a Director and Best Children’s 
Film. The films selected for these awards will not be eligible 
for the awards given to the Best Feature Film in each regio¬ 
nal language under regulation 19.1(xix). 

14. The jury for short films will be composed of a chair¬ 
man, not more than three members distinguished in the field 
of cinema and one member distinguished in the field of 
humanities. This jury will recommend films for awards in the 
categories under regulation 19.11. 

15. Any person direclly or Indirectly associated with a 
film entered in the National Film Festival will not be eligible 
to serve on the jury for feature films and the jury for short 
films, as the case may be. 

16. The juries will determine their own procedure for the 
examination of films. Tht quorum of the two juries will 
not be less than half of the members nominated. 

17. Both the juries have the discretion to recommend that 
an award in any particular category should not be given 
if they that the films entered do not come up to the 
required standard. 

18. The Executive Director, Directorate of Film Festivals, 
or his nominee will attend the deliberations of both the 
Junes in order to provide information and clarification re- 
garding the National Film Festival scheme.

22, The Diiectorale_will be entitled to retain one print ot 
every film which receives an award. The cost of the print, 
viz., the cost of raw material and processing charges, will be 
reimbursed to tlv producer, if a brand new print is made 
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available within three month* from the date of the announce¬ 
ment of the awards. If a brand new print is not supplied 
to the Directorate within a period of three months of the 
announcement of the results, then no re-imbursement need be 
made and the print entered for the National Film Festival 
can be retained by the Directorate without any compensation 
to the producer. 

23. The producer of a film winning an award will also 
undertake, on the prescribed proforma enclosed, to authorise 
the National Film Archive of India, Pune, to score a positive 
print at the cost Of the Archive for preservation and record 
in the Archive. 

24. The producer of the film entered for the National 
Film Festival will have no objection to the screening of his 
film for the jury or for any of tbeir panels, in public shows 
or for any other special screening that the Directorate may 
organise. The proceeds, if any, will be credited to the Gov¬ 
ernment revenue*. 

25. The entire cost of freight for prints and publicity 
material will be borne by the entrant*. 

26. The decision of the Government of India in respect 
of the awards and of the interpretation of these regulations 
will be final and no appeal will lie against them. 

27. A person who participates in the National Film Festi¬ 
val- will be deemed to have accepted these regulations,

7. Five copies of the book entered for the award together 
with the following material should be sent along with the 
enlfy forms to reach the Directorate of Film Festivals latest 
by the 10th April, 1983. 

(i) Twenty copies of brief summary in English. 

(ii) Short biographical sketch of the author with two 

photographs. 

(iii) Six sets of publicity material, if any. 

Jury 

8 A jury will be constituted by the Government for judg¬ 
ing the merits of the entries. 

9. The jury will he composed of a chairman and not moie 
than 30 members distinguished in the field of literature, 
journalism and cinema, depending upon the number of 
languages in which books are entered. There will be at least 
two members specialising in each language in which books 
arc entered. 

10. The Chairman can, at his discretion, entrust to certain 
members to go Into the merits of the hooks entered, before 
the jury takes a decision as a whole. 

11. Any person directly or indirectly associated with the 
writing or publication of a book entered for the award will 
not be eligible to serve on tbe jury. 

12. The jury will determine its own procedure for judging, 
the merits of the books entered. The quorum of the jury 
will not be less than half of the members nominated. 

13. The jury will have the discretion to recommend that 
no award should he given if tile books entered do not come 
up to the required standard. 

14. The Executive Director, Directorate of Film Festivals, 
or his nominee will attend the deliberations of the jury in 
order lo provide information and clarification regarding the 
scheme of the award. 

Awards 

15. The awards will consist of a Rajat Kama! and a cash 
prize of Rs. 5,001) to the author. 

N.B.-—In case of join! authors, onlv one Kamal will be 
given and Ihe cash prize will be equally divided between the 
recipients. 

16. The Government may consider publication of the 
award-winning hook by its Publication Division, translated 
into any other language(s). 

General 

17. The Directorate of Filin Festivals will he entitled to 
retain Ihc copies of hooks entered for the award. 

18. The entire freighl/postal charges for the entries will be 
’ borne by tbe entrants. 

19. The decision of the Government of India in respect 
of the award and of the interpretation of these regulations 
will be final and no appeal will lie against Ihem. 

20. A person who participates in the competition for the 
award will be deemed to have accepted these regulations.
